struck a steam roller engaged 
in road building at the Alameda 
crossing, one block east of the 
Santa Fe depot.

Control of Black Sap 


Walnut growers of the West Covina 


and El Monte districts will be interested 


the announcement that the walnut 


growers' department of the farm bureau 
of Los Angeles county, in cooperation 
with the extension service, is arranging 
for a series of four field demonstrations 
on the control of walnut Melaxuma, 
sometimes popularly known as black 
sap. 
This disease is due to a fungus 


organism and in some districts occasions 
serious injury. Arrangements have been 
made with Dr.. H. S. Fawcett of the 
citrus experiment station, who some 
eight or ten years ago made an investi- 
gation of this disease and worked out 
a thoroughly satisfactory method of 
control, to conduct these demonstra- 
tions. 
They will be held during the 


month of April, the complete schedule 
to be announced in the near future.

The Covina chamber of commerce is 


in receipt of a letter from Supervisor 
P. F. Cogswell stating that prompt 
steps had been taken by the county to 
provide work for Mexicans and other 
unemployed, who were reported desti- 
tute on account of the recent freeze. 
How they availed themselves of the op- 
portunity is explained in the following 
letter: 
• "The flood control department opened 
a work camp on the San Gabriel river 
to give assistance to the Mexicans who 
have been thrown out of employment by 
the freeze. They opened this camp some 
two or three months before the time 
they had expected to begin the work 
because of the reported need for assist- 
ance among the Mexicans. A number of 
men showed up for work but flatly re- 
fused to work for less than $4 per day, 
and not one man remained on the job; 
one man worked two hours and left. 
"I have taken up the matter with the 


board of supervisors and have advised 
the Outdoor Relief that no more assist- 
ance will be given to these Mexican 
camps under present conditions. A man 
who refuses to work for less than $4 
per day and expects to live on charity 
will wait a long time for help from the 
county Outdoor Belief.

was expended in promoting and estab- 
lishing chapter work for disabled vet- 
erans $956,000.
